Quibler of Xenia, sire of the calf, now is owned by Walter Clark, Freeport, 
Ohio. The ecalf’s sire has been champion at several state and county fairs. Little- 
ton & Sons now have several calves which are half-brothers and they also have one 
full sister to Keinfield’s Pride. 
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Southern Cattlemen’s Ass’n Holds Successful Meeting 


The Twelfth Annual meeting of the 
Southern Cattlemen’s Association was held 
in Bainbridge, Georgia, February 5, 6, 7, 
1924. The meeting was marked by optim- 
ism and enthusiasm o nthe part of visiting 
cattlemen. 

One of the outstanding features of the 
meeting was the annual address of the re- 
tiring President, Dr. Tait Butler, of Mem- 
phis, Tenn. Dr. Butler was a moving spirit 
in the organization of the Association, and 
no individual has made a greater contribu- 
tion to the success of the organization. 

The live stock men of the Southeast re- 
alize that the future progress of the cattle 
industry in the cotton belt states will be in 
direct proposition to the increased feed sup- 
ply. Under boll weevil conditions, not more 
than ten acres of cotton should be planted 
for each plow. This means that many thous- 
and acres of fertile and high producing land 
formerly grown in cotton will now be avail- 
able for permanent pastures and feed crops. 
Mr. R. E. Lambert, Darlington, Ala., has 
worked long and successfully on permanent 
pastures in the south. His splendid address 
on this subject was listened to with much 
confidence and interest. Mr. Lambert said 
“the country home should be built around 
the garden, orchard and permanent pas- 
ture.” Mr. J. F. Jackson, of the Central of 
Georgia Railroad, led the discussion follow- 
ing Mr. Lambert’s address. During the past 
five years, Mr. Jackson, in co-operation with 
the Georgia State College of Agricultural, 
has been active in the establishment of 
thousands of acres of permanent pastures in 
Georgia and Alabama. 

The paper by Hon. W. C. Stiles, Brewton, 
Alabama, on “Production of Southern Feed- 
er Cattle for Northern Feed Lots,” was very 
interesting. Mr. Baker, of the Alabama Ag- 
ricultural College, gave a detailed report on 
the feeder cattle sale held in Montgomery 
in the late summer of 1923. At this sale, 


1500 feeder cattle were sold. The cattle 
went as far north as Kentucky. Plans are 
underway for a much larger sale of feeder 
cattle in 1924. 

A live and enthusiastic delegation storm- 
ed the Convention, and secured the next 
meeting for Montgomery, Alabama. The 
date of the meeting has not been definitely 
selected, but it will probably be held in Ot- 
cober, 1924, in connection with the annual 
sale of feeder calves and steers. It is esti- 
— that 5,000 cattle will be sold at this 
sale. 

Bainbridye and the local committee come 
in for lots of praise for the efficient and 
courteous manner in which local arrange- 
ments were looked after. Dr. D. E. Sawyer, 
the County Agent, was the busiest man 
about the meeting. 

On account of the wonderful growth of 
the dairy industry, in the Southern states 
during the past three years, it was decided 
to put dairy cattle on the same basis with 
beef cattle in the Association and give as 
much time to dairy cattle problems at the 
next meeting as is devoted to beef cattle.

On the other hand, there still remains a uniform demand for 
heavy cattle. The markets of the big cities, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Boston, supply the principal trade, the sales be- 
ing largely to hotels and clubs that have a standard demand for 
ceitain cuts the year around.

This bull Eventuation has the distinction of having been sired 
by one of the greatest breeding bulls ever used in lowa—Faultless 
Pass—a bull Carl Rosenfeld failed to appreciate until after he had 
been “discovered” by that keen cattleman of the North, J. D. Me- 
Gregor, who purchased Faultless Pass and sent him to his new 
home at Brandon, Manitoba, where he has been delivering the kind 
of cattle that make history. Not long after “Carl” began fitting 
the calves sired by Faultless Pass he made this remark to the writ- 
er: “I declare I did not somehow realize the value of Pass or I 
should never have let him gone from me.” This was if our mem- 
ory serves us correctly along about 1920. During the same fall 
his get made a wonderful showing in the calf classes at the lead- 
ing shows, among them being’ many first prize winners and the 
Junior Champion bull at the Chicago International. 

A perusal of the above tabulation reveals the names of many 
of the breed’s most prominent supporters, men whose names at- 
tached to a pedigree means something more than that the cattle 
are black—these men bied with an ideal in mind and as a result 
accomplished much. 

An analysis of the outside brace discloses a predominating 
Erica influence, fifty per cent of the animals appearing represent- 
ing three of the more popular strains—two Enchantresses, a pair 
of Elbas and four Eisas. Evenhand is a double bred Erica, his 
sire Eblito being an Elba; the Enchantress cow Equality of Heath- 
erton has an Eisa sire in the bull Echevin 53320; and Rose’s Earl 
had a Kildonan Erica sire. Prince Ito 2d was a double bred Pride 
of Aberdeen; Blackbird 24th carried Fourth Branch on both sides; 
and Blackston had a Blackcap sire—Blackcap King; Proud Duke of 
Ballindalloch was a double bred Pride of Aberdeen; while the Lady 
Ida cow Vanilla of Preston had a Pride of Aberdeen sire in Pom- 
eroy. It will thus be readily seen that this tabulation represents 
skill and science in the breeding art so far back that the produce 
must be good.

ner in his own name at the Highland. Proud Duke of Ballindal- 
loch captured the Grand Championship the year following at the 
same show. 

Prince Ito 2d holds the title of Grand Champion bull at the 
World’s Fair in 1904, and won many championships in all the lead- 
ing shows of 1906. He also sired many championship animals. His 
sire Prince Ito won many first and Championships at the Highland 
and the Royal from 1897 to 1899. The Imported Eisa bull, Ear 
Eric of Ballindalloch won 1st at the Perth Show and Sale in 1906, 
The bull Equalize was a winner and a producer of the winning 
sort as well. 

Among the cows that have produced champions are to be found 
the names of Eblana, an Elba; Pride of Invereshie and Pride of 
Aberdeen 121st, both of the Pride of Aberdeen tribe; and Blackbird 
11th of the Fourth Branch Blackbird family. One could almost 
write a history of the breed by delving deeper into the family his- 
tory of this splendid young bull.

First—money has been so scarce that 
these men as a whole have not felt that they could afford to replace 
the older bulls, and secondly because the she stuff has increased 
out of proportion to the number of herd bulls alloted to the breed- 
ing herds. This particular cattleman was very favorable to Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls as he considered them the very best for his pur- 
poses and went so far as to state that he would be interested in 
buying a carlot or possibly two and that he had neighbor ranchers 
whom he felt sure would be interested in reinforcing their bull bat- 
teries with the Blacks.

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The Hills of Sunny Tennessee

We appreciate the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal very much and enjoy hearing from our 
fellow breeders through its pages, and 
thought perhaps a few lines from “The 


Hills” down in Sunny Tennessee, might be 
of interest to our friends in other climes. 
But the truth is Tennessee has not been so 
sunny for the last two months. The coldest 
weather for many winters—as low as four 
degrees below zero. Wheat and barley are 
badly frozen out. Oats and young grass 
and clover are almost entirely gone. The 
blue grass in “The Hills” has not afforded 
any grazing for two months, but for the last 
week the ground has thawed out and “The 
Hills” begun to put on their coat of green, 
and the cows that were left in the hills have 
been leaving their shelter early in the morn- 
ing and spending the day browsing, coming 
back to shelter and feed late in the evening. 
But if the warm days continue they will 
soon begin to slack off on their rough hay, 
as much as to say, “Thank you, we are 
finding something better in ‘The Hills’.” 

We are pleased with the way our Aber- 
deen-Angus have gone through the winter. 
They have showed their ability to adapt 
themselves to the hard times, and have been 
content to turn all our rough hay and straw 
into manure without murmuring, onl'y the 
cows with young calves and the young cat- 
tle have had a small amount of corn and 
oats. But in a short time we are expecting 
the hill pasture gates to swing open, and 
we will be adding to the number already 
there. In fact the last few warm days are 
making them restless and causing them to 
linger at the gates that open toward “The 
Hills.” If we did not know that the Aber- 
deen-Angus came from the hills of Scot- 
land, we would know they came from the 
hills somewhere, from the fact of their at- 
tachment to the hills and-their ability to 
make good on the rough hill lands. 

Our pastures will not be so good in the 
early season, due to the fact of the hop 
clover being frozen out, but the rich weeds 
that grow on these hills and Japan clover 
will soon come, and by the time that blue 
grass has done there will be good grazing. 
Cattle prices have been rather disappointing 
for the last two or three ‘years, but we have 
been taking our medicine, although bitter, 
having our semi-annual farm sales right 
along the 1st of April and 1st of October.

they are hungry and_ need something to 
stick to their ribs, and they are beginnin 
to call for beef, more beef, and better bee?

have got to begin at the beef end. Prices 
have got to be established and built up from 
the standpoint of beef. I think another thing 
—we, as Aberdeen-Angus breeders ought to 
consider in our breeding operations, is milk. 
We read that once the Aberdeen-Angus was 
noted for their milking qualities as well as 
their beef qualities. In fact we know 
personally that many of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cows are great milkers, and if not milk- 
ed their bags spoil and dry up to what 
the little calf can consume. We have many 
cows in our herd that would have made the 
very best of milk cows had they been taken 
with their first calves and taught to be 
milked. They are easy to break to be milk- 
ed if one will confine them and be nice and 
kind with them, with their first baby. Milk 
them while their baby nurses. They will 
soon show they have not lost all their milk- 


‘ing instinct. From this time forward we 


expect to bring in every good heifer that 
looks promising and teach her to be milked 
and develop her milking qualities. 

We have our barn built back that was des- 
troyed by lightning last summer, and we 
have especially arranged a milking depart- 
ment in it. In fact we are now milking 
some Aberdeen-Angus cows and consider 
them good milk cows, making all the good 
milk we can drink, selling some cream, 
feeding milk to the pigs and chickens and 
giving some to neighbors. I think that if 
we as breeders had guarded the beef and 
milking qualities of our cattle as closely as 
we guarded the family names the bubbles 
would not have been so thin and light as to 
blow so high, at last bursting, making such 
a splatterment. Let us get back to founda- 
tion building on beef and milk.

Good Breeding is Required for Good Beef. 
(Continued from page 3) 

quality stock. Early 
maiurity and quick money turmovers are 
certain to be the keynotes of future meat 
production, due to high land and feed 
values. Cold blooded stock will never util- 
ize feed for fattening and finishing until 
the animals are well grown, three years 
old or over, while breedevs and feeders to- 
day desire their money back out of their an- 
imals as yearlings or at least by the time 
they are two years old, even when the cat- 
tle are range grown. No longer will range 
production costs permit their profitable re- 
tention for a year or two. Furthermore, 
the value of well-bred cattle has been dem- 
onstrated during the half decade following 
the war by the fact that well finished year- 
lings have topped the market regularly at 
most periods of the year. During this time 
the spread has often reached fifty cents to 
two dollars per hundredweight between the 
yearlings and older cattle of the same 
quality. 

Only cattle high in the blood of the pure 
breds are capable of ‘reaching this degree of 
finish in their yearling form. A six-months 
calf of good blood, dropped in the spring, 
can be fattened so as to be marketed the 
following spring or summer from any Corn 
Belt farm, but a six-months scrub will not 
efficiently utilize its feed because its 
growth is slow, and it will not develop as 
rapidly, fatten as well, nor grow as satis- 
factorily as the well-bred animal. Well- 
bred calves can always be finished from 
calfhood on, and can make the best quality 
of carcass, since they can utilize efficiently 
feed that the scrub cannot consume econ- 
omically from lack of capacity or from in- 
ability to fatten or grow.

ency of the fat to accumulate externally or 
in the body cavity rather than to inter- 
marble with the lean. On this account, meat 
from dairy cows goes largely to canned 
meats, dried beef and sausage, while meat 
from dairy bulls goes entirely to this trade. 
This blocks outlets formerly available to the 
thinner beef from the ranges, since meat is 
a mere byproduct of the dairy industry, 
whose factors of cost of production and 
market price level are unimportant, while 
discrepancies between cost of production 
and selling price where meat is the princi- 
pal product, are modifying the range busi- 
ness profoundly. 

Therefore, the use of pure bred beef sires 
provides the certain means of success in 
the future. Quality and finish must be se- 
cured. This not mean the indiscriminate 
use of such animals without regard to re- 
sults——prices paid for them must be always 
as firmly grounded in returns as prices paid 
for feeders—but it does indicate that 
through them the efficient beef production 
of the future must be built. Quality as rec- 
ognized today means better meat for the 
consumer, better killing results for the 
packer, and more efficient feeders for the 
producer. People are not buying meat 
nowadays to throw part of it away, and the

books are seeking the medium weight cuts. 
The live stock market simply interprets the 
tendency of the meat-eating public and it 
recognizes that consumers wil] not tolerate 
waste except at a discount.
